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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed 2/12/2008, have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The previous rejection has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 , 23 and 27-33 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons 
for the indication of allowable subject matter: Matsumoto teaches a system according to 
claim 1 . Matsumoto does not teach further limitation wherein the system is adapted 
such that, in an external access operating mode of the second semiconductor device, 
the voltage supply device of said second semiconductor device provides the supply 
voltage for operation of the second semiconductor device, and, in a standby or refresh 
operating mode of the second semiconductor device, the voltage supply device of said 
first semiconductor device provides the supply voltage for operation of the second 
semiconductor device. At least this further limitation is not taught or rendered obvious 
by the prior art of record.
